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A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat.

Claims 1 and 3-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest a system for flexing a web comprising a web handling 
apparatus having a web path including means for flexing the web to induce a plastic strain in the 
cross-direction of the web, the flexing means including a belt assembly including first and 
second belts each having a surface defining a line of travel, wherein the first and second lines of 
travel are oriented at an angle with respect to one another, as claimed in claim 1 . The prior art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest a system for imparting permanent cross-directional strain 
in a web comprising a web handling apparatus including a flexing assembly having a first belt 
and a second belt and a gap therebetween, and a web path formed through the flexing assembly, 
the web path including a first portion along the first belt, a second portion along the second belt, 
and a third portion in said gap, wherein the third portion includes a radiused segment having a 
radius sufficiently small to impart a permanent strain in the web, and wherein the direction of 
travel of the first portion of the web path is angled with respect to the direction of travel of the 
second portion of the web path, as claimed in claim 5.
